Affairs seem to have taken a turn 


in Kgypt. 
Last Friday, near Trinkitat, 


the British forces, under (ien, Graham, 
defeated the Arab forces under Osman 
Digma, the British loss being but 34, 
while theMrabs lost 1000. The battle 
rages four hours. 


On Thutsday night the 
expedition 


encamped near l''ort Haker

fantry bivouacked in front, the cavalry 
in the rear.

The troops advanced 
over sand- 


knolls and scrub for a mile from Fort 
Baker, along the Teb road, when the 
rebels opened fir-; with theu Reming- 
ton riilcs, but the range was too long 
and the shots proved ineffective. The 
rebels in swarms occupied the high 
ground in front and on the Hank of the 
British army, They retired slowly as 
the British advanced, keeping within 
about 1,^00 yards of the main body of 
the Knglish forces 
The "British caval- 


ry followed, covering the rear, upon 
the left, formed in three lines, and dis- 
tant some yoo yards from the main 
army,, 


The road toward Teb was studded 


with hundreds of corpses, of Baker Pa- 
cha's fugitives. 


Afler an 
advance 
of about three 


miles had been accomplished the earth- 
works of the rebels came in sight. Guns 
were mounted and standards were Hy- 
ing in the sultry air. 
The rebel lire 


had now almost censed except on the 
extreme right and left, where it con- 
tinued to be dircled at the scouts. The 
British stepped forth as if on a holiday 
parade, the bagpipes playing and the 
Highlanders fooling cheerily.

liko nn epidemic. It iirst broke out on 
the groat pasture rnngos of tho north- 
west, but tins sinoo Appeared in hnlf the 
counties ia tho slate, arid in the most 
unexpected localities. 
Throo dnys ago 


a pasture feuoo wns cut lo uiooo* witii- 
lu a few milos of Austin. 
Last Satur- 


day night, while tho nntl.fonoo-eutting 
mooting was in full blast at tlio capital, 
somo scalawag, moved porhajn 
as 


much by a grim sonso of humor us by 
any impulse of dostruolion, destroyed 
over a mile of fino wiro fonoo belong- 
ing to Mr. J. W. Drisklll, within plain 
sight of the oily, 
Within a woek Iho 


fonoos around Coulson's'largo pastures 
nonr San Antonio woro entirely de- 
stroyed In ono night, and his fine Jor- 
soys loft lo roitni at will, 
This, too, 


within sight of tho 
Uoxnr 
county 


oom-l houso and Iho United States bar- 
raoks. 


Tho excuses for oultlug fences are 


manifold. 
Travelers and others who 


havo for years boon accustomed to 
cross tho rnng'os .and groat prnirlos 
along oorlaln old trulls and well-known 
roads oftcm Iind thomsolvos confronted 
with a wiro fonoo, orcotod siuco thoir 
trip, and without any notice or guido- 
boivrds to tllroot; thorn on thoir 
way. 


Thoy perhaps rldo a mile or two each 
way, hoping to Und a corner to Iho 
Inolosuro, or a gate, or some informa- 
tion concerning tho route they should 
take. Failing lo find a wny thoy make 
ono, and a prooodont Is llius establish- 
ed. 
Having out into tho Inolosuro thoy 


probably havo to out out on tho oppo- 
site side, 
Tho next traveler enlarges 


tho opening; nono who pasi trouble 
themselves to cobble it up again, iind 
miles of fonoo will thus bo practically 
destroyed in a day. 
Scores of thoso 


fences aro eight to ton milon long; 
many of thorn iifloon to twenty milos 
on each side. 
A gentleman yesterday 


told mo Ihul his pasluro was lifloon 
milos 
square 
and 
inclosed 
tho 


Colorado rivor for about that dist- 
ance. 


An instance lately occurred whore a 


lieutenant of tho United States cavalry 
on duty luul to out his way through 
a 


wiro fonoo, 
lie notified tho owner and 


offered to pay all damage to tho fonco, 
bill was promptly prosecuted and liu- 
od, 
Tho governor, in addition, paid a 


reward of $!30 for Ids conviction, ac- 
cording to his proclamation, and, I am 
Informed, also provided for tho pay- 
ment of Iho lino. 
But perhaps tho 


counties of Jones and Colomnn present 
the most glaring abuses. 
A state olll- 


cinl Informed mo to-day that Iho capi- 
tal of Jones county was surrounded by 
a wiro fonoo about fifteen milos distant 
in all directions; that no ono can got to 
tho county seat from many* directions 
without tearing down tlio fence; that 
he believed thoro woro but two or three 
gates in its oullro length, and tho land- 
owners would mnko no provision for 
highways or public convenience. In 
Coleman county eight mon aro said lo 
own one-third of all tho land 
in tho 


county, 
They are, by reason of com- 


munlty of interosl, enabled to control 
county (tlVairs, and recently had iv reg- 
ular county road vacated, or reduced 
to a third-class 
road, having gales 


through tho fonoos, instead of Fanes 
through Iheir land—and this w i l h i n 
slj>hl of Iho court houso. 


II. is also cropping out as an item of 


news that cuttle owners who havo no 
land arc largely responsible for fence- 
cutting, 
it' not 
tho actual cnlpiits. 


Thoy employ scores of mon, 
whoso 


persona! convenience as herders and 
cowboys would load thotn to furtively 
destroy fonoos by night. 
A wink or a 


nod Irom their employers would bo 
ample encouragement for destroying 
every fenoo within ten milos. They 
would also bo sulllolonlly unborupulous 
—indeed, have boon—to charge tho 
mischief to innocent parties. 
Tho two 


arrests lu Hamilton county riots turn 
out to bo a good old deacon ntul Ills 
wife, who profess themselves abund- 
antly able to prove an alibi. 
Nearly 


all pasluro fences aro three-wire ones, 
A lawful fonco must havo more wires, 
and a board attached to ono of tho up- 
per wires an a warning to keep off. No 
pasture fonoos Imvo boards along thorn. 
The fonoo-cuttors therefore pcrsutulo 
themselves that, Inasmuch as n threo- 
wiro fonco is not a lawful ono, it can- 
not bo unlawful to out thorn, and down 
thoy go. 


Another oxouso for fence cutting is 


that pasture mon enclose groat blocks 
of land not owned by them, to1 whloh 
tho publio is entitled to access. 
Un- 


sold lands, school lands, lands owned 
by non-residents, and many 
small 


tracts having resident owners, are In- 
closed by pasture.mon-who have sur- 
rounded thorn. Tho small nestlors on 
tho prairie complain of this, and think 
thoy have as good a right to tho grass 
and walor on tho unsold and school 
lands as tho rich pasture man, 
who 


counts his acres by lens of thousands 
and runs his wiro fonco across tho 
prairie Ufty milos at a stvotch. 
Find- 


ing himself not only surrounded and 
olbowctl about by the hoi-dors mid om- 
ployos of thoso millionaires, but actu- 
ally inclosed by a wire fonoo, ho doos 
not consult tho statutes for forms of 
relief, but chops down fonoos right; nnd 
loft, and oflun destroys ia ono night, 
unaided, the labor of a score of mon 
for a wook.—Austin (Ti'x,) Letter to tlio 
St. Jjonis 
(i!ol)S-JJ<imo<intt.
